ABBEY FARGES—upright 


Semi-double; corolla a very light lilac blue. The sepals 
are an irridescent pink. 


ABUNDANCE—basket 


Semi-double; very heavy bloomer. The corolla is a 
pale bishop blue, turning into near white at the base 
the sepals are rose pink. 


ALAMEDA—upright 


A superb red and white Fuchsia. Tube and upturned 
sepals very dark red. The overlaping petals of radi- 
ant white are slightly veined with crimson at the 
base. The inner petals are larger and longer than 
outer petals. 


ALICE EASTWOOD—basket—also an upright 


Large semi-double; corolla of white, veined rose red. 
The reflexed sepals are also large and are a creamy 
white washed rose. 


ALICE HOFFMAN—basket—also an upright 


Small semi-double white corolla with small veins of 
red, sepals are rose pink. 


ALINE—upright 
Deep violet wide open corolla with red sepals. 


AMAPOLA—basket 


Corolla deep orchid rose; large, slightly double. 
Sepals rose. Starts blooming first of June. Continues 
until late November. 


AMELIA AUBAN—basket 


Single corolla a bright cerise pink. A long tube and 
bright white sepals. A good showy basket. 


AMERICA—basket 
Single corolla which is a dark tyrian rose. A long thin 
tube, white at the base, changing to rose madder on 
the outside of sepals and solid crimson on the under- 
side. Pistil and stamens are extra long. 


AMY LYE—upright 


Single corolla, coral orange. Sepals, waxy white. Early 
bloomer, with a real shower of blooms. 


ANDRE LE NORTE—upright 


Large double prune colored corolla. Broad crimson 
sepals. Should be staked. 


ANITA—upright 
Described as an upright up north, but in the south 
it makes a fine large basket and does not grow up- 
ward at all. Exceptionally large blooms; double, violet 
with splashes of red shades that blend well. Sepals 
are dark turkey red. 
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ANNA—basket 
Large double corolla, the outer petals a_ strong 
magenta, the base of petals, with the sepals and tube 
carmine. The foliage is exceptionally large and a 
dark green. A vigorous grower and recommended for 
drier climates. 


ANNA ROTH—upright to four feet 
Double dark burgundy flowers with red sepals. Makes 
a fine trellis; very rich. 


APRIL SHOWERS—Fuchsia-La—bushy basket or low 
upright 
Corolla is of light magnolia purple; sepals are rose 
madder. Petals are scalloped and long. 


ARBORESCENS—upright—will basket 
Tiny rosy lilac flowers in erect terminal clusters. 
Small foliage. Strong grower. 


AUNT JULIANA—basket 


Double basket type, shape of Uncle Jules. Extremely 
large corolla pale lavender-blue. Carmine red sepals. 


AURORA BOREALIS—upright—(also called Speciosa) 
Single orange-red corolla. Narrow, soft pink sepals. 


AURORA SUPERBA—upright—will make basket 
Single, deep orange-peach corolla. Sepals and tube of 
light orange-apricot. 

AUSTRA-MONTANA—upright 
Single brilliant orange flowers about three inches 


long, flaring wide at the end of tube. A specie and 
quite rare. 


AUTUMNAL—(also called Meteor)—basket or trellis 


Single corolla and small. The corolla is a light purple 
and the sepals a dark red. Mostly grown for its 
beautiful foliage which is orange, bronze, yellow and 
green. Feed to keep growing for new foliage. 


AVE MARIA—upright or basket 


Double, white corolla with just a slight flush or pink 
in the veining at the base of the petals. The sepals 
are white With a greenish tip. Tube is a greenish 
white with flecks of pink at the base. 


AVIATOR—upright 


Single white corolla with rose red sepals. Fairly large 
flowers and a good grower. Will stand a hotter grow- 
ing condition than most other fuchsias. 


AZTEC—upright 
Large double corolla which is a vivid shade of violet, 
with small stripes of bright red, set off by bright red 
sepals. The plant is a good vigorous grower. 


BABY DOLL— 
Medium sized double flowers of amethyst violet, 
white sepals. 

BABY STORM KING—basket 


Small double blooms. White corolla, crimson sepals, 
at the base, having small veins of light red. 


BALKAN—basket 


Single, flowers about one inch long. Corolla and sepals 
both pink but sepals are a little lighter pink. This is 
one of the truly cascading varieties. 
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BALLERINA—upright 
Single corolla, very light pink with white edging. 
Sepals clear pink. 

BALLET GIRL—basket 


Double corolla, tight petals of creamy white, sepals 
crimson. Heavy bloomer. Flowers remind one of a 
dancer’s costume. 


BARON VON KETTELER—upright 


Large, very double. Purple corolla with petals spread- 
ing outward showing the shiny flesh colored center. 
Sepals are a bright crimson. Very sturdy. 


BEAUTY OF SWANLEY—basket 


To four feet. Single corolla, rose cerise. Tube and 
sepals creamy white with a recurved effect. Will stand 
plenty of pinching to give better bush. 


BERLINER KIND—basket 


Very double creamy-white corolla with streaks of dark 
pink at the base. Red sepals making a good com- 
bination against the green foliage. 


BERNADETTE—upright 


Double; deep blue corolla with pale rose to red sepals. 
Medium sized flowers, upright bushy grower. 


BERTHA LEE—basket 


Long, single irregular pink corolla with streaks of 
reddish pink. Well reflexed dark pink sepals. Holly 
shaped leaves. A good bloomer. 


BETT Y—basket 
Creamy white double corolla veined rose red. Rose 
red tube and sepals. 
BEVERLY HILLS—upright 
Single, with corolla a nice shade of burgundy red, the 
sepals pink to rose red, with traces of white. Flowers 
in clusters with long stems. A good vigorous grower. 
BEWITCHED-PAT— 


Double corolla dubonnet purple petals near-white at 
base. Tube and long green-tirred sepals white, inside 
sepals flushed palest pink. 

BLACK PEARL—basket 
Short, single corolla a very dark purple, sepals are a 
turkey red. Has a long tube. Vivid colors. 

BLACK PRINCESS—basket—(also as an upright) 
Single to semi-double with large open flowers. The 
corolla is the darkest purple streaked with red. Red 
recurved sepals. A good bloomer. 

BLUE BOY—basket 
Small single, violet blue corolla, sepals between dark 
pink and red. If interested in standards try this one. 


BLUE DANCING DOLL—upright 
Double corolla purple to blue, with red sepals. A very 
good grower and very nice bloomer. 

BLUE GOWN—upright—(will basket by pinching) 
Double deep blue corolla, light carmine sepals and 
tube. A very nice fuchsia in the blue color range. Has 
long blooming season. 

BLUE MOON—upright 


Semi-double real blue corolla rather open petaled, 
about two inches in diameter. The sepals bright red. 
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BLUE BONNET—basket 
Large single type, opening out very flat. Purple to 
blue in color, veined with red. Tube and _ sepals 
are red, 


BLUE PENDANT—basket—(also as an upright) 


Medium sized double sepals are pale rose, petals of 
corolla are pale campanula violet. This flower has 
four inner petals rolled in distinct tubes as in ‘Pink 
Quartett.”’ 


BLUETTE—basket or upright 
Small semi-double corolla a pale lilac blue. The sepals 
are soft pink. One of the smaller bloomers but very 
showy. 


BOLERO—upright 
Double well shaped, large dark imperial purple with 
leathery red sepals. Good foliage and long blooming 
season. 


BOUFFANT—basket or trellis 


Long single white corolla, medium tube and large 
spreading sepals of dark red. Vigorous willowy grower. 
One of the few large single red and whites. 


BRAZIER—basket 


Semi-double globular type bloom of deepest carmine. 
The sepals are of a satiny pale carmine and are 
recurved, 


BRILLIANT—upright 


Single violet red corolla with scarlet sepals. Blooms 
nearly all year and will stand more than average 
amount of sun. 


BRUTUS—basket—(or will grow as an upright) 


Single corolla purple changing to carmine at the base 
of the petals. Scarlet sepals. Makes good compact 
ball shapped plant, not a definite trailer but makes a 
nice basket. 


BUBBLE HANGER—basket 


Single corolla flesh to rose madder, with reversed 
concave petals. Broad sepals light apricot pink. Does 
well in warmer sections. 


BUTTERFLY—basket 


Large single corolla of rose bengal, crimson at the 
base. The sepals are very long and are crimson. Both 
the sepals and the petals curve backwards. The buds 
are long and pointed, making a nice display. A true 
cascader and one of the best growers. 


CALIFORNIA—upright 


Single corolla of light bright orange, tube and sepals 
light coral pink. A vigorous grower, some plants re- 
ported to reach ten feet. 


CALIFORNIA CENTENNIAL—basket or upright 


One of the largest double fuchsias. Long rose red 
sepals curl and twist back like a ram’s horn. Corolla 
is violet with outer skirt of dark purple. Buds are 
very large. 


CAMEO—low bush or basket 


Corolla, semi-double; a shade of pink a shade lighter 
than the pale rose madder sepals. Self branching, 
also an excellent pot plant. 
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CAPRICE—basket 


Short, single petunia, purple corolla. Long tube and 
well recurved sepals in pale rose madder. 


CARDINAL—upright 


Large single corolla of dark wine red, sepals are a 
very dark red. Another very vigorous grower, some 
reaching ten feet or more. Prune heavy each year. 


CARIOCA—basket 


Spreading single corolla of notched petals. Long car- 
mine, green tipped sepals; strong growing, free 
flowering. 


CARLA—boasket 


Very long tube, flesh colored, sepals and corolla 
carmine red. Good cascade variety. 


CARMEN QUEEN—upright—will basket 


Not very tall, small single flower corolla red to mauve, 
sepals dark red. 


CASCADE—basket 


Single corolla deep carmine, long slender sepals white 
flushed with pale carmine. Buds long and pointed. A 
good grower and nice bloomer. Universally popular. 
A natural cascade variety. 


CATALINA—upright 


Large double corolla with splashes of red at the base 
of petals. Carmine sepals. Vigorous grower. A sport 
of Gypsy Gueen. 


CENTENELLA—basket 


Semi-double. Corolla magenta mauve and sepals, a 
fine shade of rose. Very vigorous grower. 


CHARLES ABRAHAM—upright—will make good basket 


Semi-double corolla of light imperial purple, sepals 
are crimson. Very showy blooms. 


CHECKERBOARD—Fuchsia-La—upright 


Tube deep red. Turned back sepals changing from 
red to snow-white abruptly. Single corolla, brighter 
red than sepals. Heat resistant. 


CHEERFUL—upright 
Single, irregular corolla of bright blue. Sepals, rose. 
To two feet. Nice low grower. 


CHERRY—upright 
Single corolla a very light pink with a trace of red 
like a Royal Ann cherry. Sepals light pink. 


CHIEF—upright 
Very large double purple corolla with streaks of red. 
Dark red sepals. A very showy plant. Some plants 
reported to be eight feet tall. 


CHIFFON—Fuchsia-La—basket 


Double. Petals spread out then outer length curves 
inward. Petals are narrow, resembling those of a spoon 
type chrysanthemum. Color is bright rose with much 
darker stripe. Sepals are a light carmine rose. 


CHINA DOLL—Fuchsia-La—upright 
Large double open corolla white red sepals, makes 
very showy basket. 
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CHRYSANTHEA—basket 


Double bluish purple corolla, the petals loosely ar- 
ranged. Red sepals, makes a showy basket. 


CITY OF PORTLAND— 


Large flower, broad carmine sepals. Petunia purple 
corolla, marbled with light carmine. Best in cooler 
climate. 


CLAIRE DE LUNE—upright 


Single large long tubed flower. Salmon orange corolla. 
Salmon sepals. 


CLARET CUP—basket 


Single corolla a very outstanding shade of deep claret. 
Sepals pinkish white. Very long pointed buds. This is 
one of the natural cascades. Very good grower. 


CLARION—upright 


Double glistening corolla of rose bengal. Sepals pure 
crimson. A vigorous grower and easy bloomer. 


COLLINGWOOD—upright 


Large double white corolla with very pale sepals. Good 
bloomer, fine grower. 


COLUMBINE—upright 


Medium size double flower, tube and sepals, white, 
corolla rhodamine purple, spreads out flat. 


COMMANDER IN CHIEF—upright 


Large double corolla of purple with traces of red. 
Broad carmine sepals. 


CONCHILLA—upright or basket 


Short semi-double amethyst violet corolla. Shell-like 
sepals. Small upright or basket. 


CONSTANCE—uprgiht 
Medium sized, double corolla purple with pink shade. 
Sepals pink. Quite vigorous. 

COQUETTE—upright or basket 

- Small single corolla, bluish to purple. Rose red sepals. 
Will do as low upright. 

CORPUS CHRISTI—Fuchsia-La—upright 


1953 introduction. Luxurious green foliage. Holly- 
like leaves, heavily serrulated. Petals are long and 
flushed at the base with rose bengal blends into min- 
eral violet. Sepals are broad and heavy with firm 
up curve; soft tyrian rose. 


COUNTESS OF ABERDEEN—upright 
Single corolla, baby pink with sepals of same color. 
COVENT GARDENS—basket—(also upright) 


Long single corolla of rich rose. Sepals a glossy white. 
The petals have a tendency to fold back a bit at the 
edge. 


CREOLE—basket 


Large double, corolla is ox-blood red with overtones 
of maroon. Sepals of dark crimson. The four center 
petals are extended on long stamens in mature 
flowers. 


CRESCENDO—basket—(or low upright) 


Single corolla, peony purple at base, blending into 
turkey red. Sepals turkey red. Fine clusters of beau- 
tiful buds. 
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CUPID—upright 


Single bluish pink corolla and glowing deep pink 
sepals. One of the heavy bloomers. 


CURLY WURLY—upright 


Single bell shaped corolla, purple with streaks of red 
at base, sepals light red with very odd curl. 


DAINTY LADY—upright 


Semi-double white corolla, red sepals, low upright 
grower, free bloomer. 


DANUBE BLUE—upright 
Double corolla, very blue. Sepals deep pink. 


DEBUTANTE—upright 


Small semi-double pink. Corolla, tube and sepals are 
pale rose madder with a lavender cast. Free flowering. 


DELTA—basket 


Semi-double blue corolla. Each petal has a very regu- 
lar cup shape backed by red sepals. A very heavy 
bloomer. 


DIADEM—upright 


Semi-double, dark peony purple corolla. Sepals creamy 
white with overlay of palest pink. 


DIAMENT—upright 
Large double corolla loosely formed white petals 
streaked with carmine and the sepals are a rich 
scarlet. 

DISPLAY—upright 
Single saucer shaped corolla with petals of deep pink. 
Clear pink sepals. A prolific bloomer. 

DOCTOR—basket 
Single corolla deep pink to rose. Sepals soft salmon 
pink. Bakes a very large showy basket. 

DOLLAR PRINCESS—upright ; 
Double corolla, purple to rose, scarlet sepals. Makes 
a good small compact growth. 

DOLORES—basket 
Medium sibe corolla of carmine red. Sepals same 
color. 

DON PERALTA—upright 
Double, rose burgundy corolla, rose burgundy sepals. 


DR. JOHN GALLOWEY—basket 
Large double corolla of creamy white, petals veined 
at base with rose madder. Very broad red sepals. Will 
make large pot plant. 

DR. JULES WELCH—upright 
Large blue, violet corolla. Dark red sepals. 


DR. VANCE—upright 
Double dark violet and cerise corolla. Vivid red sepals 
dark green foliage. Good strong grower. 
DRESDEN—upright 


Semi-double corolla with inside large mauve petals 
and outside petals, neyron rose. Sepals are neyron rose 
with a nice curl. 
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- DUBARRY (pat.)—upright 
Double. Purple marbled pink corolla, soft pink sepals. 


DUTCHESS OF ALBANK—upright 


Single pink corolla, white shiny tube, slightly recurved 
sepals whitish pink. 


DULCIMEA—upright 


Double white corolla, tube and long sepals red. Large 
flowers, early and free blooming, but not strong 
grower. 


ECSTAC Y—basket 


A pale double variety. The inner petals are of hya- 
cinth blue and the outer ones of the same color are 
splashed at the base with phlox pink. The reflexed 
broad granular sepals are neyron rose. 


ELECTRA—upright 


Double with wide open center, red calyx, palest pink, 
almost white and rose veined corolla. A large flower 
and good foliage. 


ELKHORN—upright 
Double, deep pink corolla, with carmine sepals. 


EIM CITY—upright 
Double corolla of purple, red sepals. Grows to 6 feet. 


ELITE—Fuchsia-La—basket 
Very large double. Corolla wide spread. Color is 
imperial purple. Top petals varigated with light rose. 
Sepals light crimson rose. Very showy. 
ELSA—basket 
Semi-double rose purple corolla with ivory pink sepals. 
The large ivory buds alone are a worth while sight. 
ELYS!1A—upright 
Large open flaring single claret corolla. Dark red 
sepals. Needs shade. Approximately 5 feet. 
ENCHANTED (pat.)—basket 
Large double corolla campanula blue, outer petals 
overlaid with fuchsia pink. 
ERECTA NOVELT Y—upright 


. Single corolla light pink to rose, sepals white. A very 
good bloomer. The flowers are very interesting be- 
cause they are held erect rather than suspended. 


ESPERANZA—upright—(will make good basket) 


Single corolla pink to violet with red sepals. If used 
as basket pinch back hard. 


ESTRELLA—upright 


Single corolla violet purple, sepals rose. Large flowers 
and heavy bloomer. 


EVELYN LITTLE—basket—(also as upright) 
Small single corolla of pink. Red sepals. 


FALLING STARS—basket 


Single corolla of turkey red with tube and sepals of 
scarlet. Strong grower and fine foliage. 


FANDANGO—basket 


Single corolla, rose-ash red. Sepals turkey red. Very 
long tube of same color.

FANFARE—upright 


Single tubular flowers about three inches long. Sharp 
pointed sepals of glistening turkey red. Scarlet corolla. 


FASCINATION—upright 


Double corolla, white veined with rose. Upright good 
grower. 


FIRE FALL—basket 


Single corolla of fuchsia red. Sepals of carmine. Very 
fine green bronze foliage. Needs pinching back heavy 
or will get stringy. 


FIRE FLUSH—basket—(also can be used as upright) 


Single orange corolla with red sepals. Must be 
pinched to make good basket. . 


FIREFLY—upright 


Single corolla of flame red. Sepals red. Blooms 
in clusters, to eight feet. Will take sun. 


FLAMENGO—upright—(will basket) 


Single corolla of rose pink. Very long, slim sepals pale 
pink. Good bloomer. 


FLIRTATION—basket 


Double delicate orchid corolla, light pink sepals. 
Medium strong growth, floriferous. 


FLUORESCENT —( Fuchsia-La — 1952 Introduction — 
upright 


Will espalier or make a large basket. Long double 
corolla. Large center petals are a lovely orchid shade 
(officially rose purple 583). The base has a distinctive 
white blush. Short guard or top petals are roseine 
purple (629/2). The green tipped white sepals meet 
above in a sharp pyramidal point. Very charming. The 
plant is healthy and vigorous. 


FLYING CLOUD (pat.)— 
Double corolla; white tinted with rose. Sepals are 
white, tinted with rose. 
FORGET-ME-NOT—upright—(will basket) 
Single corolla, pale blue with pale pink sepals. A very 
nice little bloomer. 
FRANK HENRY—basket 
Fluffy large semi-double corolla of pure white with 
tube and sepals pale pink. 
FRITZ KREISLER—upright 
Single to semi-double medium size flowers. Corolla 
rhodamine purple and the sepals, crimson. 
FROST Y—upright—(will basket) 
A large single, fine white long corolla with red lines. 
Dark crimson sepals and tube. 
GALLI GURCI—basket 
Single pink corolla, tube as long as corolla, sepals 
flaring and reflexed. Tube and sepals waxy shell pink, 
stained rose pink on reverse side. 
GARDENA—basket 
Double corolla of very large white veined with dark 
pink, very wide dark pink sepals. 
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GAY SENORITA—basket—(will make nice upright) 


Single bell-shaped corolla deep lilac, flushed rose, 
lighter at base of petals and with a distinct irregular 
light border edging the petals. Short tube, sepals long 
and spreading, deep rose red. Large elongated buds. 
Free flowering. 


GAY TIME—upright 
A semi-double corolla deep blue, edged and splashed 
with shades of rose. Tube and sepals having a frosty 
appearance, and are a fuchsia pink. Center petals 
when flower is fully open are veined carmine emerg- 
ing from carmine center. 


GENERAL IKE—Fuchsia-La—upright—(will basket) 


Very large plumb bob shaped buds, looks like the 
plant is hanging full of vaxy crimson plumb bobs. 
Tube long and slim, sepals very long pagoda type. 
Tube and sepals crimson, corolla heavy double deep 
aster violet, splashed at base white and crimson. 
Strong grower, try this one as a basket or will espalier. 


GENERAL MacARTHUR—upright or will basket 
Double purple corolla with red sepals. Low grower. 


GEORGE PORTESI—upright 
Upright to 4 or 5 feet, double corolla, violet blue, 
scarlet sepals. 

GERBERT—(jingle bells) —upright 
Double corolla, violet to purple with ends of petals 
having a small petal extending out like a clapper in 
a bell. Sepals red. 

GLADIATOR—upright 
Small upright. Corolla double white, flushed pink at 
base. Sepals crimson. 


GLADYS—upright 


Small upright. Can be used as basket, corolla cam- 
panula violet. Sepals rose madder. 


GLENDALE—upright 


A string, tall-growing plant with a profusion of dainty 
coral pink flowers. Will stand full sun. 


GLORY—basket or upright 


Corolla small, single crimson. Sepals crimson. Flower- 
like Mephisto but plant is not so tall. 


G. MONK—upright 
Double magenta. Streaked light and dark edges em- 
phasized by crimson blotches, tube and sepals rose 
madder. 


GRENADIER—upright to four feet 


Very rich purple, double corolla. Bright scarlet sepals. 
Because of fine branches, it will make a nice basket. 


GUINEVERE— 


Large corolla; single to semi-double orchid blue. Pure 
white sepals. An easy fuchsia to grow. 


GULLIVER—low bush 
Large, single corolla; dark tyrian rose. 


GUS NEIDERHOLZER—basket or upright 
Large double corolla of veronica blue. Carmine sepals. 
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GYPSY QUEEN—upright 
Double corolla of rose mauve, sometimes having a 
white petal. Sepals, deep red. A good grower and 
bloomer. 

HALLOWE’EN—basket 
Single corolla of light plum. Sepals white flushed 
pink. A very fine basket. Nice size flower, quite 
showy. 

HAPHAZARD—upright 
Double corolla plum purple with white edge on petals. 
Scarlet sepals, upright three to four feet. 

HARLEQUIN—upright 
Corolla single, deep purple to violet, red-veined petals, 
sepals long, slender rose red. 

HAUTE MONDE—upright 
Single corolla tyrian rose, sepals creamy white tipped 
with light rose. Foliage is very dark green. Will es- 
palier well. 

HEAVENLY BLUE—upright 
Single corolla of pale blue, long, narrow pale pink 
sepals which roll up. 

HENRI POINCARE—basket 
Single long bell-shaped corolla of violet blue. Pointed 
red sepals.

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THE DOCTOR—basket 


Single deep salmon pink, long tube and sepals light 
salmon. Strong grower, large flowers. Free blooming. 


THERMO—Fuchsia-La—basket 


Large single corolla; dark amethyst violet. Very 
striking waxy sepals. The color is crimson. 


THETIS—Fuchsia-La—basket or upright 


Semi-double corolla. The darkest color of inner petals 
is ruby red 827/3 fading at base of petal. Outer 
petals and sepals are turkey red. On mature flowers 
the inner petals drop down sometimes an inch or 
more and remind one of clappers in a bell. 


THOMISINA—upright 


Single corolla, very dark henna orange. Sepals pale 
ivory pink. 


THY MIFOLIA—Mexico Species— 


Minute flowers in profusion with tiny petals and 
sepals of crimson. One of the smallest. 


TITANIC—upright or basket 


Extremely large double carmine corolla at base to

TRAIL BLAZER—basket 
A double Red Spider. 


TRAILING AUTUM—basket 


Large single corolla of pale magenta with a margin of 
orange vermillion. Sepals and stem are pale rose on 
top, shaded geranium lake underneath tipped with 
green. 


TRAILING QUEEN—basket 


Single corolla of fuchsia red with scarlet sepals. Has 
very beautiful brownish green leaves. 


TREASURE—upright—(also used as a basket) 


Very pale double orchid corolla. Well curved nylon 
rose sepals. Ivory tube. 


TREASURE ISLAND—basket 


Single corolla of shades from neyron rose at base to 
fuchsia pink of the very faintest. Sepals pale neyron 
rose. Good on small trellis also. 


TRIUMPHAN T—upright 


Very large corolla of amethyst violet. Turkey red 
sepals. 


TRUMPETER—upright 


Long single tube of luminous geranium lake, corolla 
slightly darker geranium lake. Flowers sometimes ex- 
ceed 334 inches in length. Growth is strong and arch- 
ing. Foliage is a tawny green except for new growth 
which is purplish red. Dry air and heat resistant. 


TWISTIE—basket 


Single, medium flower, sepals rose, long twisted, cor- 
olla pale orchid. 
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UNCLE CHARLIE—upright 
Semi-double lilac lavender corolla; medium tube and 
brood reflexed sepals rose red. Strong grower. 


UNCLE JULES—basket—(by staking will grow upright) 


Very, very double purple to blue to violet corolla. 
Holds its color as it ages. Recurved crimson sepals. 


UPRIGHT ANNA—Fuchsia-La 
Very large double red. Same as Basket Anna only 
upright. 


UTOPIA—basket or fine for espalier 
Very large long single corolla of dark tyrian rose. 
Brilliant rolled up crimson sepals. 


VALENTINE—basket 
Semi-double corolla. Imperial purple fading to white 
at base of petal. Sepals white to rose. 


VALIANT—upright 
‘Very large flowers of rose to red. Scarlet sepals. 


VICTORIA—upright 
Double purple corolla and light red sepals. 


VICTOR Y—basket 


Single corolla of very vivid scarlet. Very long flowers. 
Sepals glistening carmine. One of the best fuchsias. 
A heavy bloomer on long stems. 


VINCENTE DE INDIA—upright 
Double corolla of light purple with red sepals. Very 
showy. 


VIOLA—low bush 
Single corolla of real blue; sepals are pink arranged 
like a pin wheel. 


VIOLET GEM—upright—(will basket) 


Large semi-double corolla deep violet with just a 
touch of carmine at base of flower. Upcurved sepals 
of carmine.
